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Former  President  and  Oldest 
Living  Graduate  Dies  at  96 


"pvR.  WILLIAM  Henry  Scott,  for- 
-*-^mer  president  cf  Ohio  University 
and  also  former  ch'ef  executive  of 
Oh'o  State  Un'versitv,  died  at  h's 
home  in  Columbus,  January  11,  1937, 
as  the  result  of  old  age  and  the  ef- 
fects of  a  fall  suffered  shoi-tlv  befo-e 
Christmas.  The  retired  educator  ob- 
served his  96th  birthdav  on  Septem- 
ber 14,  1936.  He  was  the  oldest  liv- 
ing graduate  of  Ohio  University  and 
one  of  the  oldest  liv'ng  college  presi- 
dents in  the  country. 

The  funeral  was  held  Thursdav  af- 
ternoon, January  14,  at  th»-ee  o'clock 
at  the  North  Broadway  M.  E. 
Church.  Secretary  Clark  E.  Wil- 
liams was  present  as  a  representative 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  of  which 
Doctor  Scott  was  hcnorarv  president, 
and  as  a  representative  of  Ohio  Un'- 
versity. 

Doctor  Scott  had  spent  all  of  his 
nine  decades  in  Ohio.  Born  in  Chaun- 
cey,  September  14,  1840,  the  son  of 
Alexander  Bothwell  Scott  and  Susan 
Rutledge  Scott,  he  started  to  school 
at  the  age  of  four  and  one-half  years 
in  McConnelsville.  At  twelve  he  was 
in  high  school,  and  at  sixteen  he  be- 
came a  rural  teacher.  When  nineteen, 
he  enrolled  in  Ohio  University  and, 
following  his  graduation  in  1862,  be- 
came Athens'  school  superintendent. 
In  that  position  he  supervised  the 
grade  classes  and  taught  all  high 
school  subjects.  A  few  months  later 
he  became  principal  of  Ohio  Un-ver- 
sity's  preparatory  school. 

The  next  few  years  were  spent  in 
the    Methodist    ministry,    at    Chilli- 
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cothe,  from  1865-67,  and  in  Colum- 
bus from  1867-69,  after  which  he  re- 
turned to  Ohio  University  as  profes- 
sor of  Greek.  In  1872,  at  the  age  of 
thirty-two,  he  became  the  seventh 
president  of  Ohio  University. 

When  he  assumed  the  University 
presidency  the  fortunes  of  the  insti- 
tution were  decbning;  the  income 
from  the  original  endowment  was 
small,  a  portion  of  it  having  been  di- 
verted to  other  uses.  During  the 
tim.e  that  he  served  in  executive  cap- 
acity he  succeeded  after  much  litiga- 
tion in  correcting  this  and  he  also 
secured  a  liberal  appropriation  from 
the  Legislature  for  general  repairs  of 
bu'ld'ngs. 

Eleven  years  later,  1883,  he  accept- 
ed the  presidency  of  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity with  the  chair  of  Philosophy 
attached,  as  had  been  true  at  Ohio 
University.  In  1895  he  resigned  the 
adm-'nistrative  post  atO.S.U.,hut  con- 
tinued as  professor  of  Philosophy  for 
fifteen  years,  until  his  retirement  from 
active  service  in  1910,  at  the  age  of 
seventy  years,  when  by  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  he  was 
made  emeritus  professor  of  Philoso- 
phy. Many  times  since  leaving  the 
classroom  he  has  remarked  to  friends 
that  had  he  known  he  was  destined 
to  live  so  long  he  would  not  have  re- 
tired so  "early"  in  life.  On  his  nine- 
ty-fourth birthday,  he  said,  "Having 
served  seventy  years,  I  thought  it  was 
Vme  to  retire.  I  am  not  so  sure  of 
that  now." 

Doctor  Scott  received  the  Master 
of  Arts  degree  from  Ohio  University 
in  1865,  while  the  LL.D. 
degree  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  both  Ohio 
University  and  Ohio 
Wesleyan  University  in 
1884. 

A  few  years  ago,  Doc- 
tor Scott  was  asked  to 
speak  at  the  dedication 
of  a  grade  school  build- 
ing near  his  home  in 
Ckntonville,  a  suburb  of 
Columbus.  The  address 
v.'as  considered  so  fine 
and  appropriate  that  it 
was  adopted  by  the  Na- 
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tional  Education  Association  as  an 
ideal  dedicatory  speech  and  is  used 
all  over  the  United  States  for  that 
purpose.  The  address  appears  in  the 
"box"  on  the  opposite  page. 

Although  unknown  to  Athens 
friends.  Doctor  Scott's  fall,  which  ul- 
timately brought  about  his  death,  oc- 
cured  at  just  about  the  same  time  as 
a  similar  accident  which  befell  Dr. 
Charles  W.  Super,  Doctor  Scott's 
successor  in  the  Ohio  University  pres- 
idency, at  his  home  in  Athens.  The 
birthdays  of  Doctor  Scott  and  Doctor 
Super  were  but  two  days  apart  al- 
though the  former  was  two  years  the 
older.  Ohio  University  was  the  only 
college  in  the  United  States  having 
two  living  ex-presidents  more  than 
ninety  years  of  age.  The  picture  in 
the  lower  left-hand  corner  of  the 
page  was  taken  several  years  ago  at 
the  sun  dial  marking  the  location  of 
Ohio  University's  first  building  and 
IS  of  Doctor  Super,  Doctor  Parsons, 
former  president  of  Marietta  College, 
and  Doctor  Scott.  The  picture  in  the 
upper  corner  was  taken  last  fall  on 
the  eve  cf  Doctor  Scott's  ninety-sixth 
birthday  anniversary. 

During  a  visit  to  Athens  last  year. 
Doctor  Scott  recalled  how,  on  a  visit 
to  the  Scott  home  in  Chauncey  dur- 
ing his  infancy,  Thomas  Ewing,  Ohio 
University's  first  graduate,  held  him 
in  his  hand  and  boosted  him  to  the 
ceiling.  Ewing  was  at  that  time  a 
lawyer  practicing  in  Lancaster.  Thus, 
in  the  lives  of  two  men,  Ewing  and 
Scott,  the  entire  history  of  the  Uni- 
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versity,    a    hundred    and    thirty  three 
years,  was  spanned. 

Doctor  Scott  is  survived  by  two 
sons  and  two  daughters:  Dr.  Charles 
F.  Scott,  retired  member  of  the  facul- 
ty of  Yale  University  and  now  with 
the  Westinghouse  Electric  Co.;  Dr. 
Herbert  Scott,  a  Methodist  minister 
of  Pittsburgh;  and  the  Misses  Bertha 
and  Emma  Scott  with  whom  he  made 
his  home.  Another  son,  the  late  Dr. 
Ernest  Scott,  was  professor  of  Path- 
ology at  Ohio  State  University.  A 
fourth  son,  Dudley,  died  some  years 
ago.  All  of  the  children  are  gradu 
ates  of  Ohio  State  University  and  all 
received  their  diplomas  from  the  hand 
of  their  father. 

Burial  of  the  deceased  was  made  in 
Union  Cemetery,  Columbus,  where 
he  was  laid  to  rest  beside  his  wife 
who  died  in   1915. 

Many  and  beautiful  were  the  tri- 
butes paid  to  the  memory  of  the  de- 
parted educator  following  his  death. 
Because  Doctor  Scott  was  so  well 
known  by  the  school  teachers  of  Co- 
lumbus and  loved  by  great  numbers 
of  school  children  in  the  city,  memo- 
rial exercises  were  held  in  every  Co- 
lumbus school  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
funeral  while  flags  were  lowered  to 
half-mast. 

In  commenting  upon  the  death  of 
Doctor  Scott,  D^r.  J.  G.  Collicott, 
Superintendent  of  the  Columbus  Pub- 
lic Schools  and  a  trustee  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, said,  "For  many  years  he  was 
the  first  citizen  of  Columbus  and  the 
guest  of  honor  at  the  senior  and  jun- 
ior high  school  commencements.  His 
great  address  (at  the  dedication  of 
the  Chnton  School)  has  been  given 
by  him  at  the  dedication  of  all  new 
school  buildings  in  Columbus  since 
1924. 

"For  many  years  pupils  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  have  taken  flowers  to  his 
residence  on  his  birthday,  and  many 
gracious  letters  have  been  written  by 
him  to  these  schools  in  his  own  hand- 
writing expressing  his  apprec'ation  of 
their  courtesy. 

"When  the  National  Education 
Association  met  in  Columbus  in  1930, 
Doctor  Scott  dedicated  all  of  the  pub- 
lic school  buildings  in  the  entire  na- 
tion to  the  great  cause  of  education  in 
a  democracy. 

"Dr.  Scott  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Ohio.  He  also  served  with 
distinction  as  teacher,  principal,  su- 
perintendent,   college    professor    and 


college  president  at  Ohio  University 
and  Ohio  State  University. 

"To  the  cause  of  public  education 
he  gave  the  last  full  measure  of  de- 
votion. His  life  is  an  outstanding 
example  of  the  virility,  the  vitality, 
and  the  mystery  of  Democracy."

Dedicatinc;  The  School 
By  William  Henry  Scott 

Let  us  now  with  earnest  hearts 
and  with  exalted  faith  and  hope 
solemnly  consecrate  this  building 
to  Its  high  and  holy  purpose. 

Mrtv  the  youth  of  this  community 
for  generations  to  come  gather  in 
this  place  to  receive  instruction  m 
knowledge  and  training  in  virtue. 
May  they  find  here  every  condition 
necessarv  to  a  true  and  enlightened 
education. 

Especially,  may  their  teachers  be 
examples  of  excellence  in  scholar- 
ship and  character,  seeders  after 
goodness  and  truth,  lovers  of  child- 
ren, enthusiasts  and  adepts  m  the 
finest  of  all  arts,  the  development 
and  inspiration  of  liuman  sou/s. 

Mav  these  rooms  always  he  per- 
vaded with  an  invigorating  atmos- 
phere of  mental  and  moral  life,  and 
may  no  child  pass  from  these 
schools  to  higher  grades  or  to  the 
outer  world  witout  having  been 
made  more  intelligent,  more  thouglit- 
ful,  more  courageous,  more  vir- 
tii.ous,  and  m  every  way  more  cap- 
able of  wise  and  just,  of  usefid  and 
noble    living. 

To  this  end,  may  the  blessing  of 
Cod  be  upon  child  and  parent,  upon 
pupil  and  teacher,  upon  principal 
and  superintendent,  and  upon  every 
one  whose  influence  will  in  any 
degree  affect  the  wor\  of  education 
as  It  shall  be  conducted  within 
these   walls. 


John    M.    Davis,    '7'',    expressed    the 
following  sentiment. 

"Historically  the  service  of  Dr. 
William  Henry  Scott  to  the  cause  of 
public  education  will  be  preserved  in 
the  public  records  of  his  work  as 
teacher  and  administrator.  Actually 
it  will  live  in  the  hearts  of  hundreds 
and  thousands  who  were  touched  by 
his  sympathetic  understanding  and  in- 
spiration as  they  sat  in  his  classes,  or 
visited  a  moment  by  his  fireside  or 
stopped  on  the  street  to  chat  with 
him  as  he  was  taking  his  daily  walk. 
He  never  forgot  that  the  heart  of 
youth  hungers  for  better  things.  His 
life  was  devoted  to  providing  the  op- 


portunity for  the  satisfaction  of  the 
thirst  for  knowledge.  He  lived  so 
simply,  thought  so  clearly,  spoke  with 
such  sincere  directness,  that  under  his 
kindly  influence  non-e.ssentials  seemed 
to  disappear.  Humble  almost  to  diffi- 
dence, no  man  came  within  his  circle 
without  being  strengthened  and  in- 
spired. Unconsciously  men  and  wo- 
men of  all  ages  and  of  all  walks  and 
stations  of  life  took  from  him  those 
indefinable  impressions  that  help  to 
weave  the  pattern  of  nobler  living. 
Passing  years  had  no  power  to  dim 
his  love  for  youth  and  only  increased 
his  faith  in  youth  s  will  and  power 
to  reach  its  highest  possible  develop- 
ment. His  greatest  monument  will  be 
the  nobler  accomplishment  of  others 
that  were  made  possible  by  his  ex- 
ample of  noble  living  and  teaching." 

The  opening  words  of  eulogy  in  an 
address  by  Dr.  Carl  Gregg  Doney, 
President  Emeritus  of  Willamette 
University,  and  one-time  student  of 
Doctor  Scott,  given  at  the  funeral 
service  were  these:  "We  have  as- 
sembled here  in  this  church  to  offer  a 
tribute  to  one  who  by  the  judgment 
of  his  generation  was  a  great  man. 
Seldom  can  we  think  of  a  contempo- 
rary as  being  great;  it  is  easier  to  dis- 
cover greatness  in  the  past,  for  frail- 
ties live  while  a  man  remains  alive 
and  are  buried  only  with  his  bones. 
But  now  and  then  a  soul  appears  who 
is  so  well  revered  in  life  that  no  tri- 
bute at  his  death  can  place  another 
leaf  in  the  laurel  already  woven." 

In  concluding  the  tribute.  Doctor 
Doney  said,  "So  he  has  lived  these 
mighty  years  wherein  he  touched  to 
finer  issues  the  educational  policies 
of  the  State  and  nation,  wherein  he 
moved  among  the  growing  youth  to 
lead  them,  almost  as  a  shepherd  leads 
his  flock.  He  builded  opportunity, 
making  it  rich  and  inviting,  and  sub- 
limating it  with  the  soul  of  a  priest 
and  prophet.  A  hoy  from  the  hills, 
carrying  in  his  heart  the  home,  the 
school,  and  church  he  has  made  a 
long,  a  lovely,  an  honored  pilgrimage. 
Thousands  the  world  around,  leaders 
in  their  places,  ascribe  much  of  what 
they  have  done  and  are  to  the  silent 
forces  that  passed  as  an  inspired  pas- 
sion from  him  to  them.  It  was  not 
learning,  though  he  had  that;  it  was 
not  position  and  honor,  though  these 
were  his:  It  was  the  inscrutable  qual- 
ity which  transforms  a  personality 
which  is  steeped  in  the  righteousness 
of  God  through  vital  fellowship  with

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Editorial    Comment 

MOST  GRADUATES  and  former  students  of  Ohio 
University  do  not  need  to  have  pointed  out  to  them 
reasons  why  they  should  be  grateful  for  the  existence  of 
the  school.  Not  all,  of  course,  hut  large  numbers  of  the 
students  who  attend  Ohio  University  do  so  because  the 
cost  of  attendance  —  considering  the  high  quality  of  in- 
struction and  other  exceptional  advantages  —  is  lower 
than  that  of  almost  any  other  first-ranking  school  in  the 
state  or  nation.  For  that  reason,  therefore,  if  for  no  other, 
beneficiaries  of  a  low-cost  education  should  appreciate  the 
existence  of  such  an  educational  opportunity  and  should 
be  concerned  when  the  welfare  of  the  institution  that 
affords  it  is  endangered. 

The  State  Legislature  is  about  to  consider  Ohio  Uni- 
versity's budgetary  askings  for  the  current  biennium.  For 
the  past  six  years  the  University  has  operated  uncomplain- 
ingly on  insufficient  funds,  but  because  of  continuing  in- 
creases in  enrollment  it  can  no  longer  function  effectively 
without  adequate  financial  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
the  State. 

If  you,  friend  and  reader,  are  a  voting  resident  of 
Ohio,  will  you  not  render  your  alma  mater  a  service  in 
this  hour  of  urgent  need?  It  will  be  a  helpful  and  much 
appreciated  service  if  you  will  contact  at  once  the  sena- 
tor (s)  from  your  district  and  the  representative  (s)  from 
your  county,  personally,  if  possible,  or  by  telephone  or 
letter,  and  tell  them  of  your  interest  in  their  seeing  to  it 
that  Ohio  University's  legitimate  and  minimum  needs  are 
provided  for. 

Out  of  a  total  annual  income  of  about  $750,000  only 
$250,000  is  obtained  from  student  registration  fees,  the 
other  $500,000  must  come  from  appropriations. 

The  State  of  Ohio  is,  we  grant,  facing  a  very  serious 
financial  situation.  As  expressed  by  President  James, 
"Expenditures  are  increasing,  while  revenues  are  decreas- 
ing. This  is  no  time  for  indulging  in  rosy  dreams  of  un- 
limited or  unwise  spending.  New  and  unprecedented  de- 
mands are  being  made  upon  the  resources  of  the  state 
while  the  willingness  to  pay  for  them  is  steadily  diminish- 


ing. It  would  be  futile  and  foolish  to  question  the  desir- 
ability of  these  new  lines  of  state  endeavor.  Many  of 
them  are  completely  worthy,  and  some  of  them  are  ines- 
capable. 

"But  it  is  not  foolish,"  continued  the  President,  "and 
it  should  not  be  futile,  to  raise  this  question.  Should  an 
institution  like  Ohio  University,  which  has  served  the 
state  for  more  than  a  century  and  a  quarter  and  which  is 
unable  now  to  meet  the  demands  for  service  because  of 
lack  of  adequate  resources,  be  crippled  in  its  endeavors, 
so  that  these  new  demands  may  be  met?  Or  does  sound 
economy  demand  that  what  has  demonstrated  its  value  to 
the  State  of  Ohio  for  almost  as  long  as  Ohio  has  been  a 
state  should  be  prevented  from  deteriorating? 

"During  the  difficult  years  of  the  depression  Ohio 
University  uncomplainingly  reduced  its  staff  in  size  and 
pay,  did  wit'hout  necessities,  and  suffered  in  marked  degree 
the  ills  from  which  everybody  was  suffering.  It  is  now 
asking  merely  that  before  millions  are  spent  for  other 
undertakings  some  of  the  increased  resources  necessary  to 
meet  in  part  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  University  be 
accorded  to  it." 

In  order  that  members  of  the  Legislature  may  be  con- 
scious of  our  needs  and  desirous  of  doing  what  they  can 
to  meet  them,  you  are  asked  to  communicate  with  these 
gentlemen.  In  the  "Open  Letter"  which  appeared  in  the 
columns  of  this  page  last  month,  President  James  in  a 
frank  and  straightforward  manner  explained  the  financial 
requirements  for  the  coming  biennium.  If  you  have  need 
for  these  facts  in  composing  letters  to  your  legislative  rep- 
resentatives you  may  refer  to  page  4  of  the  December 
Alumnus  or  write  to  the  Alumni  Secretary  for  a  copy  of  a 
little  folder,  "Ohio  University  In  The  Next  Biennium." 

Immediate  action  is  necessary  if  it  is  to  be  effective, 
so  please  "do  it  now."" 


A  COMPLAINT  recently  leveled  at  a  sister  state-sup- 
ported school  in  Ohio  that  the  teachings  of  many 
of  Its  instructors  are  anti-religious  cannot,  we  think,  be 
iustly  applied  to  Ohio  University  —  and  perhaps  with  no 
cnosiderable  degree  of  justice  to  the  school  named  in  the 
complaint. 

Ohio  University  is  not,  and  never  was,  a  denomina- 
tional institution,  yet  eight  of  its  twelve  presidents  have 
been  ordained  ministers  of  the  gospel.  These  men  have 
naturally  left  an  imprint  on  the  life  of  the  campus.  In 
recent  years  there  have  been  available  for  students  who 
desired  them  the  counsel  and  guidance  of  student  pastors 
and  the  helpful  influence  of  organized  courses  in  religion, 
philosophy,  and  ethics. 

Two  of  Ohio  University "s  outstanding  professors, 
both  in  the  department  of  Philosophy  —  Dr.  W.  S.  Gam- 
ertsfelder,  recently  named  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  dean  of  the  Graduate  College,  and  Dr.  H.  T. 
Houf  —  are  ordained  ministers  who  served  pastorates  be- 
fore entering  the  field  of  university  education.  These  men, 
and  many  others  of  equally  high  caliber,  serve  to  set  a 
moral  tone  in  the  college  community  and  in  student  life 
that  is  on  a  par,  we  believe,  with  that  of  the  home  com- 
munities from  which  our  students  come.

AMONG  THE  scholarship  stu- 
dents attending  Ohio  University 
this  year  are  three  young  ladies  who 
graduated  last  spring  from  Shaker 
Heights  (Cleveland)^  High  School, 
under  the  experimental  "Progressive 
education"  plan.  The  girls,  whose 
pictures  appear  on  this  page,  are,  left 
to  right,  Jean  Andrews,  Virginia 
Rose,  and  Gertrude  Gadus.  The 
Shaker  Heights  school  i  s  one  of 
twenty-nine  schools  in  the  country 
that  are  trying  out  the  new  plan  of 
education  under  which  high-ranking 
students  are  excused  from  all  formal 
classroom  recitations.  For  their  work, 
being  done  under  a  supervisory  or 
proctor  system,  the  students  re- 
ceive no  definite  or  specified 
credits.  The  transcripts,  of  cred- 
its which  the  girls  brought  to 
Ohio  University  merely  certi- 
fied that  their  work  in  Shaker 
Heights  High  School  was  of  a 
high  order  and  met  the  require- 
ments for  graduation. 

AN  OHIO  University  Fac- 
ulty Advisory  Council  of 
25  members  to  serve  during  the 
current  university  year  has  been 
appointed  by  President  James. 
In  selecting  members  the  president 
endeavored  to  make  the  committee  as 
representative  as  possible  of  the 
teaching  faculty,  a  s  distinguished 
from  the  administrative  officers,  to 
give  representation  to  each  of  the 
four  academic  ranks,  and  to  see  to  it 
that  both  men  and  women  were  rep- 
resented in  proportion  to  their  num- 
bers. The  committee  will  serve  to 
relay  the  faculty  point  of  view  to 
administrative  officers  on  university 
problems  in  which  the  teaching  staff 
has  a  recognized  interest.  The  new 
appointees:  Dr.  H.  E.  Benz,  Dr.  E.

The 
student  committee,  composed  of  out- 
standing members  of  the  undergradu- 
ate body,  has  already  submitted  a  re- 
port recommending  severe  penalties 
for  "unexcused  absences"  from  class.

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Women  To  Have  New  Building? 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  Howard  Hall,  girl's  dorm- 
itory, to  house  from  80  to  100  girls, 
depend  upon  the  fate  of  bills  intro- 
duced in  the  upper  and  lower 
branches  of  the  State  Legislature  by 
Senator  Verne  E.  Metcalf,  '17x,  and 
Representative  George  A.  Banks,  '29. 
The  desired  legislation  will  authorize 
the  University  to  build  the  addition 
and  finance  it  through  the  sale  of  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  the  public. 

If  efforts  are  successful,  work  on 
the  new  wing,  to  cost  approximately 
$125,000,  will  be  started  soon  in  or- 
der to  help  meet  a  pressing  need  for 
more  rooms  for  women  students. 

Work  on  the  first  unit  of  a  new 
dormitory  for  men,  which  began 
about  a  month  ago,  has  been  seriously 
handicapped  by  the  rains  of  the  past 
fortnight.  A  steam  shovel  has  re- 
moved tons  of  earth  for  the  basement 
of  the  building  only  to  have  the  exca- 
vation flooded,  with  the  subsequent 
necessity  for  pumping  out  large  quan- 
tities of  water.  Cement  for  the  foun- 
dation will  not  he  poured  until  the 
ground  has  thoroughly  dried.  Funds 
for  the  men's  building  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  P.W.A.  and  by  a  gov- 
ernment loan  which  will  be  retired 
out  of  income  from  the  dormitory.

He  had 
little  difficulty  making  the  Bobcat 
team  his  sophomore  year  and  went  on 
to  win  all-Buckeye  and  all-Ohio  hon- 
ors during  his  collegiate  career.  He 
was  mentioned  on  numerous  all-Mid- 
west elevens  and  on  several  all-Amer- 
ican  teams  as  well.  Coaches  Dick 
Hanley  and  Andy  Kerr  picked  Lewis 
to  play  on  the  East  team  in  the  East- 
West  game  at  San  Francisco  on  New 
Year's  Day  last  year.  He  was  ac- 
claimed the  best  lineman  on  the  field 
by  newspaper  men  after  the  game. 

This  fall  Art  played  with  the  New 
York  Giants  professional  team  at  both 
tackle  and  guard  positions.  Western 
newspapers  referred  frequently  to  his 
prowess  while  Coach  Steve  Owen  said 
that  Lewis  was  one  of  the  best  men 
ever  to  come  up  to  his  team  from  col- 
legiate ranks. 


Civil  Engineers  Are  Working 

Questionnaires  returned  to  Edwin 
H.  Gaylord,  associate  professor  of 
Civil  Engineering,  by  forty-four  of 
the  sixty-one  graduates  in  Civil  Engi- 
neering in  the  classes  of  1928  to  1935, 
inclusive,  showed  that  forty-two  of 
these  graduates  have  been  employed 
on  an  average  of  90.8  percent  of  the 
time  since  they  left  the  campus. 

Of  the  forty-four  who  reported, 
thirty-eight  are  employed  in  engineer- 
ing work,  three  in  non-engineering 
work,  one  is  in  business  for  himself, 
while  only  two  are  unemployed  — 
one  because  of  ill  health,  the  other  on 
account  of  injury.  Of  the  seventeen 
who  failed  to  reply,  it  is  definitely 
known  that  four  are  employed  by  pri- 
vate industry,  one  by  the  State  Gov- 
ernment, seven  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, and  that  two  are  in  business 
for  themselves.  No  information  con- 
cerning the  other  four  is  available. 

Twenty-two  of  the  forty-four  men 
who  returned  questionnaires  are  mar- 
ried —  ten  to  graduates  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, five  to  graduates  of  other  col- 
leges, and  five  to  girls  who  have  not 
attended  college.  '"Vital  statistics"  on 
the  twenty-two  married  men,  who 
have  been  out  of  college  an  average 
of  4.59  years,  or  an  aggregate  of  more 
than  one  hundred  years,  show  that 
the  unions  have  produced  only  six 
children,  three  boys  and  three  girls. 

Slater  Appeals  to  Nation 

The  voice  that  broadcast  an  appeal 
for  help  for  flood-stricken  Cincinnati 
over  a  coast-to-coast  hook-up  on  the 
night  of  January  24  was  that  of  Tom 
Slater,  a  former  Ohio  University  stu- 
dent now  one  of  the  principal  an- 
nouncers at  Station  W.L.W.,  Cin- 
cinnati. Slater's  home  is  in  Parkers- 
burg,  W.  Va.  While  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  1927  and  1928  he  was  out- 
standing for  his  baritone  voice  and 
his  ability  in  dramatics.  Many  alumni 
will  remember  him  in  the  role  of 
Lightnin'  Bill  in  the  play,  "Lightnin'." 

Slater  broadcast  an  appeal  for 
financial  help  for  the  city  of  Cincin- 
nati at  frequent  intervals  over  a  spe- 
cial program  produced  in  the  W.L. 
W.  studio  from  11  o'clock  of  the 
twenty-fourth  until  2  o'clock  the  next 
morning.

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Authority  on  Mental  Diseases 

Head  of  Columbus  Hospital 

Dr.  J.  F.  Batcman,  '21,  who  early 
this  month  went  from  Lonj^vicw 
(State)  Hospital,  Cineinnati,  to  suc- 
ceed the  late  Dr.  W.  H.  Pritchard  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Columbus 
State  Hospital,  another  one  of  Ohio's 
live  institutions  for  the  insane,  is  rat- 
ed as  one  preeminent  in  his  field. 

Besides  his  record  of  intensive 
study  at  Longview,  one  of  the  most 
important  hospitals  in  the  country 
dealing  with  mental  diseases,  Doctor 
Bateman  has  had  a  life-long  ambition 
to  treat  the  mentally  ill,  and  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  Columbus  institu- 
tion gives  him  the  long  sought  oppor- 
tunity. His  program  includes  the 
hope  that  he  may  revive  the  post 
graduate  school  of  physicians  of  state 
hospitals. 

This  39-year  old  doctor,  who  is 
perhaps  the  youngest  man  in  the 
United  States  to  hold  so  important  a 
position,  is  the  husband  of  an  Ohio 
University  girl,  the  former  Natalie 
Bryan,  '22,  and  the  father  of  two 
fine,  sturdy  children,  George,  age  7, 
and  Margaret,  age  6. 

After  graduating  from  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, Doctor  Bateman  attended  the 
medical  colleges  of  Cincinnati  and 
Cornell  universities  and  pursued  a 
post-graduate  course  at  Northwestern 
University.  He  has  served  as  secre- 
tary of  the  Ohio  State  Medical  Asso- 
ciation and  as  chairman  of  its  section 
on  nervous  mental  diseases.  He  be- 
came assistant  superintendent  and 
chnical  director  at  Longview  Hospital 
in  1927.  His  work  in  Cincinnati 
gained  national  attention  due  to  his 
advocacy  of  deeper  research  into  the 
physical  causes  of  mental  diseases. 

In  the  course  of  a  recent  conversa- 
tion with  a  Columbus  newspaper 
man,  Doctor  Bateman  remarked,  "It's 
a  narrow  gap  that  distinguishes  the 
sane  persons  from  the  insane.  Among 
the  wealthy  and  socially  prominent, 
certain  types  of  behavior  are  con- 
sidered only  eccentric,  but  among  the 
poorer  classes  the  same  behavior  fre- 
quently is  considered  an  abnormality. 

"Society  today  does  not  care  how  a 
man  thinks  or  feels,  but  it  is  tremen- 
dously concerned  about  how  he  be- 
haves. Therefore,  limitations  of  hu- 
men  behavior  are  usually  the  guide 
for  differentiating  the  so-called  nor- 
mal person  from  the  abnormal.  Bor- 
derline cases  are  eccentricities  in  per- 


sonalities, and  arc  more  common  than 
ordinary  colds. 

"The  treatment  is  not  as  simple, 
however,  because  these  mentally  ill 
persons  have  developed  a  certain 
moulded  and  warped  personality  over 
periods  of  years  that  cannot  be 
changed  by  prescribing  an  aspirin 
tablet." 

Treatment  of  the  mentally  ill  in 
clinics  such  as  are  provided  for  m 
the  "Massachusetts  Plan,"  a  plan  re- 
cently advocated  by  Governor  Davey 
in  an  address  to  the  probate  judges 
of  Ohio,  is  the  only  feasible  and  fair 
method.     Doctor    Bateman     believes. 

Many  Sons  and  Daughters 

Follow  in  Steps  of  Parents 

A  survey  of  certain  records  in  the 
Alumni  Office  was  made  with  the 
following  interesting  results.  Check- 
ing over  cards  filled  out  by  each  stu- 
dent at  present  enrolled  in  Ohio  Uni- 
versity it  was  discovered  that  there 
are  130  undergraduates  whose  moth- 
ers have  attended  Ohio  University, 
while  114  students  reported  that  their 
fathers  had  preceded  them  to  the 
Green  and  White  campus.  Many 
duplications  occur  in  these  figures, 
however,  since  the  names  of  both 
mothers  and  fathers  of  "iS  students 
are  to  be  found  in  University  files. 
In  two  cases  both  parents  and  one  set 
of  grandparents  have  "quaffed  at  the 
fount  of  learning  which  is  at  Athens." 

Although  the  editor  of  the  Alum- 
nus is  aware  that  not  all  students  take 
time  to  record  the  names  of  relatives 
when  completing  registration  forms, 
316  of  them  did  indicate  that  they 
had  been  preceded  by  sisters,  28")  by 
brothers,  466  by  cousins,  160  by 
aunts,  112  by  uncles,  two  by  sons, 
two  by  daughters,  three  by  husbands, 
and  four  by  wives.

And 
do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to 
this  he  did  for  the  love  that  illumined 
life  and  for  the  greatness  that  was 
goodness."

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Basketball   Is  Most  Successful  of  the  Bobcat 
Winter  Sports,-  Football  Schedule  Heavy

ONLY  floods  and  examinations  have  been  capable  of 
halting  the  forward  march  of  Ohio  University's 
sleight-of-hand  basketball  aces  who  top  the  Buckeye  Con- 
ference race  with  four  victories  and  no  defeats  as  this  first 
Alumnus  of  the  new  year  goes  to  press. 

High  water  washed  out  the  crucial  game  scheduled 
with  Marshall  at  Huntington  for  Jan.  23,  and  until  that 
game  is  played  the  championship  finger  cannot 
be  pointed  at  either  the  Bobcats  or  the  Big 
Green  Herd  which  is  also  undefeated  and  very 
impressive  in  Buckeye  play  to  date.  Marshall 
has  defeated  Dayton,  Cincinnati,  and  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  while  lying  in  the  wake  of  the 
Bobcat  surge  are  the  teams  of  Cincinnati, 
Miami,  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  Dayton. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  victory  on  the  Ohio 
calendar  thus  far  was  the  defeat  of  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan at  Delaware,  sloppy  as  was  the  manner 
in  which  it  was  accomplished.  Though  the 
Bishops  had  been  trampled  on  by  every  team 
they  had  met,  including  the  Bobcats,  who  had 
defeated  them  while  in  Cleveland,  the  game 
at  Delaware  was  followed  with  much  interest, 
nevertheless.  The  Bobcats  had  the  embarrass- 
ing record  of  only  having  whipped  the  Bishops 
on  their  home  court  once  in  something  like  19 
attempts  and  so  were  not  over-confident,  de- 
spite their  vastly  superior  record  this  season. 
Ohio,  playing  their  poorest  game  of  the  year, 
managed  to  top  Wesleyan  36-31  while  giving 
the  many  followers  from  here  galloping 
gemies,  ticker  trance,  and  other  ailments  incident  to 
watching  the  kind  of  basketball  staged  by  Grover's  players 
this  season. 

On  the  whole,  Ohio  has  seldom  been  pushed  in  their 
sweep  over  Buckeye  foes.  They  have  scored  first  in  every 
game  and  in  none  of  the  four  tilts  have  they  ever  been 
behind  at  any  time  during  the  second  half.  In  each  game 
they  have  coasted  under  the  finish  wire. 

Outside  the  league  competition  the  Bobcats  have  kept 
up  their  commendable  pace,  defeating  Bliss,  Glenville, 
Marietta,  Baldwin-Wallace,  Ohio  Wesleyan,  and  Xavier 
while  losing  to  Western  Reserve  and  the  Goodyear  Pro- 
fessionals. The  game  with  Reserve  was  a  heartbreaker. 
Playing  without  George  Hood  who  was  left  at  home  be- 
cause of  illness,  the  Bobcats  held  a  10  point  lead  when 
star  Gene  Rinta  was  forced  out  of  the  game  on  personal 
fouls.  In  the  seven  minutes  remaining  to  play  the  Red 
Cats  closed  the  gap  and  after  two  overtime  periods  won 
the  game  at  43-42. 

Ohio  came  back  the  next  night  with  Hood  in  the 
lineup  to  soundly  trounce  Baldwin-Wallace  44-22  in  a 
game  that  found  the  Bobcats  at  the  best  form  of  their  holi- 
day trip.  The  next  night  the  rangy  Goodyear  Pros  were 
too  much  for  the  comparatively  small  Bobcats  who  went 
down  32-21.    Going  back  to  Cleveland  on  Jan.  2,  Ohio 
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whipped  Ohio  Wesleyan  in  a  basketball  clinic  game  .i6-29 
to  give  them  an  even  split  on  their  northern  invasion. 

Despite  the  impressive  record  compiled  by  his  team. 
Coach  Grover  believes  that  they  are  capable  of  better  play. 
He  says  that  in  no  game  thus  far  have  all  of  his  players 
been  in  true  stride  at  the  same  time.  In  every  game  there 
has  been  one  player  or  another  who  has  been  off  form  to 
such  a  degree  that  practically  all  the  respon- 
sibility has  been  placed  on  the  other  four  men. 
Followers  here  are  hoping  that  the  night  all 
the  Bobcat  cylinders  are  popping  will  be  the 
night  that  Marshall  provides  the  opposition. 

Following  is  the  game  average  of  the  in- 
dividual Bobcats:  Lalich,  10.3  points  per 
game;  Malokas,  8.4;  Hood,  7.4;  Rinta,  7.3; 
Shingleton,  4.7.  This  shows  the  fine  offensive 
balance  the  Bobcats  possess. 

While  the  Ohio  basketball  team  has 
found  their  path  this  season  a  glorious  one 
their  brother  swimmers  and  wrestlers  have 
been  beset  with  defeat  at  every  hand.  The 
varsity  swimmers,  back  from  their  two-week 
training  period  at  Ft.  Lauderdale,  Florida, 
have  met  and  been  defeated  by  Fenn,  Western 
Reserve,  Case,  and  Ohio  Wesleyan.  Added 
to  this  the  woes  of  swimming  coach  Jerry 
Hughes  are  to  be  increased  by  the  mid-year 
graduation  of  John  Weber,  captain  and  ace 
back  stroke  man. 

Coach  Thor  Olson's  matmen  have  been 
defeated  by  Kent  State  and  Ohio  State  in 
their  two  meets  thus  far  this  season.  However,  the  change 
of  semesters  brings  good  news  to  Thor  who  will  have  his 
sen  Hjalmar  going  to  the  mat  for  him  at  165  pounds. 
Hjalmar  won  the  Eastern  Prep  School  middleweight  cham- 
pionship while  a  student  at  Mercersburg  Academy  two 
years  ago.

"92,  a  lead- 
ing educator,  lecturer,  and  author  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  region,  died  Jan.  14, 
1937,  at  his  home  in  Denver,  Colorado, 
after  a  long  illness.
